FATAL FREAKS OF THE WIND AT 
ERRATIC POINTS. 


The State Covered by a General Rain Storm Whieh 
Developed Miniature Cyelones inMany Places 
—A Coild Eilled ip Dalias and a Woman 
Killed in Gainesvilie — Notes. 


Yesterday morning many partsof the state were 
enveloped in a sheet of rain, followed by storms 
of wind snd hail. In the afternoou several 
points were visited by miniature cyclones which 
jeft behind them great damage to property. Near 
Dallas the flying timbers carried danger to human 
life. One child was killed and several persons 
were wounded. Approaching Acworth houses 
were sweptaway inits course, The next heard of 
it was at Gainesville, where a negro woman lost 
herlife. The report that the house of Rev. W. C 
Wiikes bad been destroyed created intense ex- 
cftement, a8 it was known that fifteen young lady 
pupils made that housetheir home. Fortunately, 
however, they were all at the school house, and no 
loss of life occurred. The storm generally passed 
firough sections inaccessible by wire, and it will 
take a day or two to gather the full details. 


Butler. Georgia. 

BuTLER, March 25.—This county has been visited 
by a disastrous wind and hail storm. The dam- 
age to property has been great, fences, houses,etc., 
being sweptaway. In Dooly county mueh dam- 
age was also done. No lives, however, were lost.

No Damage at Ooclumeus, 
CoLUMBUS, March 25.—There was sone wind and 
hard rain Sunday night but no damage done. 


LaGrange Leeks On: 

LAGRANGE, March 25 —A cylone, about one hun- 
dred yards wide at it base, passed half a mile north 
of town at six o'clock this evening, tearing up 
trees and fences, but fortunately no houses were in 
its track as far aS heard from. The whole town 
were oul to view, and were wild with excitement. 


It Strikes Through Grantville: 
GRANTVILLE, March 25.—We had no wind, buta 
little rain aud heavy clouds, and nocyclone. The 
cyclone passed in six miles of Grantville at about 
six fiifteen p.m. It did much damage, but the 
particulars cannot be had. 


Dailas Taken In. 
DALLAS, Ga,, March 25 —A small cyclone passed 


north of this place to day, about 12m, going in a: 


northeasterniy direction towards Acworth. It 
passed very rapidly. It was funnel shaped, and 
the rolling and tumbling clouds could be dis tinct 
ly seen and the roaring of the wind could be 
heard. 

The cyclone struck Bud Cooper’s house, about 
three miles from town, blewing it down and se 
versely wounding all of his family, and perhaps 
killing an infant child, Several of the citizens 
bave gone out with physicians. No other families 
have been heard from as yet. Mr. Bud Cooperisa 
bro'Ler of our merchant, T. J. Cooper. 

Additional particulars of the cyclone which 
passed aorth of Dallas are gathered from an eye- 
wiiness. The cyclone seemed to form about one 
mile northwest of Dallas, going in a northeas'erly 
direction. The first farm struck where any damage 
was done was Jeff Strickland’s, Here it unroofed 
his dwelling, butno one was hurt. The next place 
was Tom Lawrence’s, unroofing his house, laying 
wreck the timber and fencing. Mr. Lawrence is 
heldin Atlanta for ilicit distilling, and his wite 
and children arein a most pitiable condition. It 
then struck the farm of Mr. Banks Cooper, com- 
pietely demolishing his dwelling, which 
was a large double log house, and 
all the out houses. Mr. Cooper's family were allin 
the house. Hehadhis four year-old girl in his 
arms, which was killed by a falling reck from the 
chimney, and broke the leg of an oider daugbSter, 
Ella, Mr. Cooper was bruised about the head. All 
of the family were more or less hurt, The next 
farm iu the track of the storm was Mr. John Sand- 
ford’s. Here it urroofed hishouse. Mrs. Sandford 
was hurt about the shoulders. This wasas far as 
our informant weut in the track of the storm, 
which was making in the direction of Acworth and 
laying waste everything in its track. 


Deatruction Near Acworth. 

AcWorTH, March 25 —The first we heard of ‘Re 
cyclone it struck the farm of John MecLair, five 
miles southwest of Acworth, where it swept every- 
thing in its wake, timbers, fences, his barns and 
gin house, andon throughthe premises of Wm. 
McLair where it did its work in the same terrible 
way. It missed his buildings but killed some of 
his cattle. Thenceit went into the plantation of 
Doc Davexport, taking away one of his tenant 
houses tothe floor, leaving asick negro woman in 
bed uninjured, Then it leaped across five miles 
to near Moous, where it demoralized some of the 
buildings on Captain Hammett’s place and de- 
James Johns 
son's dwelling. out houses and tenaut houses were 
all torn down. Mr. Allen Boring’s premises met 
with a like fate and Mrs. Boring was injured. 
O-hers suffered similarly.

TALLADEGA, ALA., March 25.—Ina hail storm 
here this afternoon hail fellaslarge as partridge 
eggs, the heaviest known here for the past forty 
years. 

The Halli in Koaoxrvilie. 

KNOXVILLE, March 25.—A terrific hail and wind 
storm, accompanied by thunder, occurred here this 
Hail covered the ground and did not 
disappear for several hours, Hail stones weighing 
from lto 2ounces were abundant. Much dam- 
aca was done to windows aud store fronts, A 
severe gale struck the northern portion of the city 
and demolished fifteen frame buildings.

Marierra, March 25.—Today about lp. m.a 
miniature cyclone passed within two hundred 
yards of Woodstock, Ga., doing great damage to 
houses and fences, butas far as known no one was 
killed. It wasseen approaching when two miles 
away and came rushing along with the speed and 
the noise of an hundred express trains. Its direc< 
tion was from southwest to northeast and swept & 
track two hundred yards wide.

Around Gainesviile. 

GAINESVILLE, March 25.—At2 oclock pm to-day

of Gainesville, carrying death and destruction 
before it. it was magnificent but awfuiin its 
results, Houses were swept away like chaff and 
the woods were Swept asclean asa floor. Only 
meagre reports have been received, but at least a 
dozen houses fellin this part, and were entirely 
demolished. Only one death is reported. a colored 
woman, the wife of Dan Pittman, who was kiJed 
by a falling timber. Many were hurt, but none 
severely. The cyclone was funnel shape, the center 


being a black cloud fringed with white. I. dipped | 


down and upand travelled like the lightning’s 
flash. It travelled from west to east and the first 
damage done, so far as heard from, was at Wood's 
mill one mile west of Gainesville, where it done 
great damage to the tenant houses 
injuring a little boy of Mr. Rainey 
seriously. Itthes pouuced upon Mr. W. B. Sim- 
ons's two-story house, raised it from its founda- 
tion, and scattered it to the four winds. Mrs. 
Simons and her little girl were the only occupants 
of the house, and they saved themselves by going 
into the smoke-house cellar. 
A NARROW ESCAPE. 

Itthen claimed Dr. Wilkes’s house, and leveled 
it to the ground, breaking the furniture and scat 
tering the family clothing, blowing it into the fops 
of trees, over hilis and dales. Noone was at home 
except Mrs. Wilkes. Her husband, together with- 
about fifteen girls, were at the Baptist seminary, 
uuconscious of the harm attheirhome. It wasa 
sad and heart-rending scene to see the young ladies 
come to their home that they had left only an hour 
before. and find their pleasant home swept away 
by the ravages of the windstorm. It was enough 
to make the strongest heart almost weep 
Its violence is indiscribable. Its main path ex- 
tended about twe hundred yards, and its course 
almost au air line. It tore down two tenant 
houses of Mrs. Dorsey's, one for Mr. Marshal. 
Colonel A. D. Candler’s barn, George K. Looper’s 
barn, aad done damage to R. V. Cobb's house and 
other damage too numeronsto mention. It passed 
the Air Line railroad 3 miles north of Gainsville, 
and levelled a large two-story house which was ce- 
cupied by Mr. Powers. No damage tolife. Large 
hail ston+s fell a long the banks of the Chattahoo- 
chee‘during the siorm, 3 miles west of Gainsville. 


THE OVERFLOW ED MISSISSIPPI, 


She Country Below Vicksburg all Submerged— 
Thousands of People Destigute. 

WASHINGTON, March 26.—The house committee 
on appropriations to day had under consideration 
the Ellis joint resolution making an appropriation 
to prevent the overflow of the lower Mississippi. 
Telegrams from the editor of the New Orleans 
Picayune, mayor of New Orleans, and a dispatch 
to the Louisiana senators, signed by General 
Meyer D, P. Kenner, and F. D. Miller, urging the 
necessity of action by congress to prevent the 
threatened overfiow were laid before the commit- 
tee. Adispratch to the New York Tribune, quoting 
he Times«Democrat of yesterday as saying edi- 
Orially that New Orleans was in danger of an 
overflow, was read, whereupon Mr. Ellis withdrew 
the resolution. 

Despatches received here to-day trom Louisiana 
state that the Mississippi has broken over the 
most ofthe levees, and that government aid is 
necessary to prevent the peeple from starving. 
Representative King, of Louisiana, received to-day: 
among Others, the following telegram: ‘Rodney, 
Miss , March 25.—Tensas parish entirely inundated. 
Rations wi'l be reuqired for 20,000 destitute people, 
and feed for stock is necessary. The emergency is 
very great. Immediate relief is necessary.’’ This 
despatch was sent from Rodney, Miss , because the 
overflow has destroyed the telegraph wires 
in Louisiana. The river at St. 
Joseph is 6 inches above 1882, The levees 
are all gone, with the river rising trom Cairo down 
Governor McEnery telegraphs General King that 
great distressexists. Morgansea, Scott and Water- 
loolevees are gone. Ihave wired the secretary of 
war for rations. Thesame amount is needed as in 
1882, The laboring ciasses are in great distress, 

THE RELIEF RECOMMENDED. 

The secretary of warto day sent to the speaker 
of the house a communication stating that from 
oflicial reports received by him, it appears that the 
floods in the Mississippi valley from the 
neighborhood of Vicksburg down to 
New Orleans are now higher than 
the highest point reached in 1882, and that lerge 
numbers of people have, by the overflowing of the 
agricultural districts, been unable to help them- 
selves. He accordingly suggests that if it be the 
pleasure of congress to authorize the distribution 
of subsistence supplies to those rendered destitute 
by the floods, he, in the first instance, be author- 
ized to expend for the purpose an amount not ex- 
ceeding $125,009 out of the unexpended balance of 
the sums appropriated for the relief of those ren- 
dered destitute bythe floods of the Ohio river and 
its tributaries 

THE RIVER AT VICKSBURG, 

NEW ORLEANS, March 25 —A special to the Times 
Democrat from Vicksburg Says the river toeday is 
onastand and two inches above the highwater 
mark oj 2882. Rain fell to the depth of one half an 
inch this morning. A letter from Point Pieasant 
Tensas parish, Louisiana, says: Our people are now 
suffering from one of the most disastrous overflows 
that bas ever visited this section. Our citizens 
have been struggling night and day to prevent 
the breaking of the levees, but ia vain. Toey are 
pow all gone. No earthwork constructed 
asthe levees could stand the pressure. The stock 

is being moved and families are seeking higher 
places. This portion, unfortunately, has no hiils, 
aud most ofthe people and stock have to go into 
Mississippi for safety. Judge Cordiall arrived 
from os ee this moruing, and says the water is 
over Concordia, Tensas and southern portion of 
Medison parisbes, and six and a half inches 
higher than in 1882. News from the Yazoo and 
Tallahatchee rivers shows that considerable de- 
cline bas occurred from Sharkeys down to Yazoo. 
ThesSanflower river is also reported as failing, 

WORKING AGAINST THE STORM. 

A dispatch to the Times Democrat frem Bayou 
Sara says: Last night this section was visted bya 
terrible wind and rain. The village of Waterloo, 
six miles belew here, in Point Coupee parish, has 
a main levee running immediately in its rear,and 


a protection of the levee in front. The citizens 
worked hard during the storm, but their efforts 
were unavailing, as the protection of the levee gave 
way this morning and precipitated the 
water with great force on the 
main levee. <A large dyke which commands 
the upper mouth of False river also gave ie 
This dyke was built in 1850 and was 20 feet hig 
with a large base. The break was caused by an 
imperfect dume. Two young meu were drowned, 
G. Demoville and Edgar Porceau. This crevasse is 
very apt to cause a break in Protection riverat 
Grosse Tete,and an overfiow of all that valua- 
ble country. This water will affect the river front 
and all places on Cheyalle, including those of the 
NeW York STATOD ORDO OER ESAT. Many people here 
during the storm yesterday moved on the hills. 
There is waterin the principal streets and the rear 
of the town is overflowed, caused by the heavy rain 
and breakage of the drainage machine. A flatboat 
in tow was swam during the storm yesterday 
and thirty head of cattle were drowned. 
THE CREV ASSES WIDENING. 

A ‘dispatch to the Picayune from Baton Rouge 
says: Mulatto Point crevasse is widening steadily. 
A tremendous volume of water is now passing 
through it.. Itis believed that no sugar will be 


ein West Baton Rouge the coming season, A 
cate has occurred at Waterloo, six miles below 
Bayou Sara, on the. west side. adding 
its volume to the overflow from 
Morgansea above, and Mulatto Point below. 
Many threatened places along the lines are new 
being strengthen ,and small breaks are closed.

STRENUOUS PRELIMINARY 
FORTS FOR HARMONY. 


The Vaueus Largely Attended and Speeches Made by 
allthe Leaders—A Resolution to Consider the 
Bili in Committee Subject to Amend- 
ments, and Then Pass it, C.crried. 


Special to The Constitution. 

WasHINnGTon, March 25.—Every possibie 
effort has been made the past two 
days tosecure harmonious action in to-night’s 
caucus. Prominent democrats from the 
east and the west have come to Washington 
to use their personal influence to prevent a 
rupture which would endanger the national 


prospects. Onthe other hand, there has 
been a pressure on eac’ wing to stand firm 
and try to bring the other to terms. Tele- 
grams have poured in allday upon Randall, 
Morrison and Oarlisle, bringing advice and 
assurances of sympathy from all parts of the 
country. The growing desire for harmony 
which was evident arnong all democrats ex- 
cept the free trade extremists yesterday, 
became more apparent today. The repre 
sentatives of the two differeut views of party 
policy talked freely together on the floor 
with a view to a solution of to-night’s 
problem. Randal and Morrison 
were more than ence in 
earnest conversation. Randall said to some 
friendsat noon: “I sincerely hope for har- 
mony. Alllask is that acaucus shail not 
override my convictions of duty. I hope we 
can all agree on some line.’’ The leaders 
were consulting until a late hour last night, 
and up tothe very moment the caucus was 
called to order. 

The caucus did not adjourn until after mid- 
night. The general tone was harmonious, 
though once or twice sharp antuagonisms 
seemed about to arise. The five minutesrule 
was adopted for speeches, and a great many 
members talked. Mr. Carlisle spoke. He 
said the party was pledged before the 
country to tariff reform, and 
should not hesitate. He urged 
the passage of the tariff bill without delay 
This speech called forth from Mr. Eaton a 
spirited response, characterizing the effort at 
tariff legislation with only one branch of the 
government democratic and on theeve of a 
great election as folly. Mr. Morrison spoke 
on thesame line as Mr. Carlisle. To general 
surprise Mr. Randall did not express him- 
self at all on the tariff. His only speech was 
on a pointof order. All eftorts to draw him 
out failed. Mr. Hardeman, in a strong speech, 
counseled harmony and deplored 
any spirit of prescription. Mr 
Nichols thought tariff legisiation in 
opportune atthis time. 8. 8. Cox, Frank 
Hurd and Mills were for pledging the parcy 
in the house absolutely to Morrison. After 
much speech-making Mr. Morrison offered a 
resolution that the pending bili should be 
taken up, and that it was the sense of the 
caucus that a tariff bill should be passed, pro- 
vided this action should bind no {man fur- 
ther than he thought it jshould. This 
was agreed to by 114 to a7 
Mr. Carlisle then said, in the interest of har- 
mony, he would move to appenda clause to 
the bill removing the tax on tobacco and re- 
ducing the tax on brandy to ten cents. 
Agreedto. Thecaucus adjourned quietly. 
As to the result surmises are different. Some 
think the action insures the passage, of 
the Morrisqn bill with some amendmenis. 
Others based the action to amount simply 
to nothing, and that of fifty 
seven negative votes .on..the Morrison 
proposition, enough will still oppose any 
tariff bill to defeat it. They will do so, itis 
said, because they believe the aitempis at 
such legislation would be futile, and wouid 
damage the party. Still tae general belief is 
that the action of the caucus laying the bill 
open to free discussion, and appending the 
internal revenue clause, will insure its pas- 
sage, Mr, Hurd is fretted at the latter action, 
as are many other extremisis., Robert 
Toombs telegraphed Carlisle to-day: ‘‘Nulla 
vestigia retrosum.’’ The country is with 
you.’’ 

THE CAUCUS IN SESSION. 
By Associated Press 

Toe democratic caucus to-night was largely 
attended. It was called to order shortly after 
8 p.m. Mr. Morrison offered a resolution in- 
dorsing the bill reported by the ways and 
means committee. In explaining the resvlu- 
tion he said a fullopportunity would be given 
to offer amendmenis to the bill when it comes 
before the house. Mr. Randall, in his re- 
marks, said the bill, as it had been presented, 
did not meet the wants of his constituents. 
He offered no substitute. Mr. Reagan ins 
dorsed the bill. Mr. Carlisle made a 15 min- 
utes speech, the 5 minute rule, which had 
prevailed in the speeches of the other gentle- 
men, being extended in his case. Hesaid that 
the constitution allowed every man to vote 
as he desired; thatno man could be bound 
to vote except as his convictions dictated. 
Mr. Blackburn took the ground that the 
action ot the caucus should be binding. Mr. 
Hopkins, of Peansylvania, offered a resolu- 
tion providing that no one should be bound 
to vote by theaction ofthe caucus. Mr. Morri- 
son moved, as asubstj.tute for Mr. Hopkins’s 
resolution, a declaration that after amend- 
ment in the committee of the whole a ‘bill’”’ 
should be passed. Debate under five miautes 
rule continued at great length. Incidentally 
a number of propositions were giggested, 
among them one to refer the whole subject to 
a committee consisting of one democratic 
member from each state. 

THE DECISION REACHED, 

About 11 o’clock Mr. Eaton moved to ad- 
journ, but this motion was defeated by a 
large majority. Mr. Morrison’s resolution 
was adopted by 116 to 57. It provides that 
the ways and means bill,to reduce war taxes, 
should be considered in commitiee of the 
whole, subject to amendment, a reasonable 
time, and that then a bill should be reported 
to the house and passed. Mr. Mopkins, of 
Pennsylvania, offered an amendment that 
the action of the caucus should not 
be binding. Mr. Morrison offer- 
ed 4 proviso except so far 
as individual members should feel bound by 
the action of the majority of the caucus. 
The amendment and the provisions were 
adopted. Mr. Carlisle then offered a resolu- 
tion providing for the repeal of the tax on 
tobacco, cigars and snail, and a reduction of 
the tax on fruit brandy to 10 cents per gallon.

THE NEEDS OF SAVANNAH HARBOR 

Mayor Lester, with Messrs Saussy. Mercer 
and Hunter, of Savannah, went before the 
river and harbors commission to-day. They 
were accompanied and introduced by the 
Georgia senators and representatives. Speech- 
es setting forth the needs of the 
harbor at Savannah and the _ river 
above were made by Senator 
Brown, Mayor Lester, and other delegates 
from Savannah. They put the case very 
strongly, and made an impression on the 
committee. The engineer’s report recom- 
mending the appropriation of $530,000 to 
complete the improvements already begun 
and make others that are needed at Savannah, 
Bills to carry out these recommendations 
have been introduced by Senator Brown and 
Representative Nicholls. Mr. Clements in- 
troduced a joint resolution authorizing the 
secretary of war to loan the government tents 
for the military encampment at Rome. 


IN THE TWO HOUSES. 


The Whisky Billiam the Nouse—Senater Browa eo 
the Biair Bill. 

Wasnincton, March 25.—In the senate, 
among the memorials presented were several 
protesting against the passage of bills before 
the senate, relating to patents or any bills 
that may be introduced to interfere with pat 
entees. Mr. Frye, from the committee en 
rules, reported that the committee construed 
the rule relating to the admission to the fluor 
ot the senate of heads of departments to ap- 
ply only to cabinet officers. He also reported 
from the same committee adversely the reso- 
lution heretofore introduced by Mr. Call, to 
give the president of the _ senate 
authority to invite to the floor 
of the senate distinguished citizens 
of other states or countries. The bill to in- 
crease the salaries of United States district 
judges wasagain taken up, discussed and 
passed, Yeas 42, nays 13. As passed it makes 
the salaries of all the United States district 
judges $5 000 per annum, and prohibits them 
from appointing to position in their courts 
relatives within the’ degree of first cousin. 
The next order of business was the calendar 
of unobjected cases, subject to the five min- 
ute rule, Mr. Call’s joint resolations provi- 
ding for the payment of laborersin the gov- 
erument employ tne same wages for holidays 
as for other days, was taken up, read three 
times and passed without debate. 

Mr. Biair’s educational bill was taken up as 
the unfinished business, the pending question 
being on Mr, Harrison’s amendment to require 
states to contribute each annually, an amount 
equal tothe amount severally received by 
them from the national fund. The discus- 
sion was continued by Messrs. Harrison, 
Blair, Jones of Florida, George, Allison, 
Maxey, Coke, Hoar and Sherman. 

SPEECH BY SENATOR BROWN. 

Mr, Brown said that when the late war 
commenced neitherside supposed the slaves 
would be freed. Providence bad a deeper 
desiga than the congress of the United States 
and it began in time to be seen that the free- 
dom of the slaves was necessary to the saiva- 
tion ofthe union. Attheclose of the war 
the southern people were required to incor- 
porate in their constitutions provisions 
which clothed the slaves with all the rights 
of citizeaship. The slaves were freedas a 
necessity of the union. What then became 
the duty of the union? Certainly it was the 
duty of the union to take such action as 
would qualify the newly made citizen 
for. the duties of citizenship. It had 
been a fearful experiment to enfranchise the 
freedmen in their then condition, but haying 
freed them, it wasclearly the duty of the 
whole union to aid the states in preparing 
them for citizenship. However willing the 
southern states might be to do this work, they 
had been left so impoverished by wer that 
they could not doit. Even though individ- 
ual slaves were now present as freedmen, 
and so the country is no poorer in that 
sense, yet all knew that the property owners 
of the south had lost their properiy. 
There had been an actual loss of $500,000,000 
in the taxable property in the state of Georgia 
alone, according tothe returns of the year 
before and the yearafterthe war. Thesouth- 
ern states had supported from their property 
all the armies of the confederacy, and the 
money which thesouthern people had at the 
close of the war was as ashes in their hands. 
How difterent wasitin the north. At the 
close of the war every investment made in 
the north for the support of the army .was 
goods In the south they were entirely 
worthless. Besides that, the south 
had to contribute to the payment of the 
northern war debt, and many millioneg of 
dollars of captured and abandoned property 
had been taken and sold by the United States, 
and although the supreme court of the United 
States said that as to several. millions of it 
captured afterward the Uuitad States govern- 
ment bad ne shadow ofa title to it, tne stat- 
ute of limitations ran against private owners. 
Mr. Brown only mentioned these things to 
show that the people of the south were im- 
poverished by the war, so that 
it was impossible, no matter how 
anxious they might be to educate their 
coiored people. Except Texas nu southern 
state was in a position to do all that was 
required, but Mr. Brown did not regard it as 
a work of charity. Theslaves had been freed 
by the union. It it was right to make those 
people citizens, and Mr. Brown did not ques- 
110n it now, then it was not only right, but 
an imperative duty of the union to fit them, 
or help them to fit themselves for the duties 
of citizenship, for upon the well performed 
duties of citizenship depended the  per- 
petuity of the union. It was not neces- 
sary that this aid should be permanent, 
Mr. Brown would not desire it tobe. The 
senator from New Hampshire, (Mr. Blair) 
had shown to the senate that the southern 
people were taxed as heavily in proportion 
to their property as any of the people of the 
northern states. The people of the south had 
done the best they could. No one ofthe 
southern states that had been fully recognized 
asinthe rebellion had passed any law dis- 
criminating against the application of the 
school fund to the schools for colored chil- 
dren. Some arrangement existed for both 
colors. He thought he might then, under 
the circumstances, fairly ask the senators 
who were on the other side of the question in 
the war, to come forward and help out these 
who, while doing their best, could not do all 
that they could wish, orthat the country 
could wish. 

THE CONSTITUTIONAL QUESTION. 

As to the constitutional question involved, 
while Mr. Brown declared himself to be a 
strict constitutioniayst, he could not see in the 
general welfare clause of the constitution, 
a clause clearly, covering so fundamental a 
consideration as the education of the people. 
If there was anything necessary 
for the general welfare in. & re 
public, wss it not the education 
of the people who formed the republic and 
made the laws. If again, Mr. Brown _

At first, it had appeared to 
him _ that its tendency was to 
correct 4 discrimination which 
existed against whisky, but the arguments of 
the supporters of the bill. had proven too 
much, The querry arose in his mind how, if 
there was such an upjust burden on one 
commodity, it happened that such an enorm- 
ity bad escaped the attention of the former 
congress, and he had madea further exami- 
nation. That examination had led him to 
the conclusion that whisky was not suffering 
under any diserimination, but that the effect 
of this bill would be to create one in its favor. 
The three years extension granted in 1878 had 
increased the evil of over production 
The refusal in 1882 had lessened it. Which 
example was this house going to follow? He 
believed that the gentlemen from Kentucky 
were speaking with the most thorongh con- 
victions, but if this bill were passed and the 
time extended, when the limit was reached, 
instead of 70,000,000 gallons on hand,‘instead 
of $66,000,000 of unpaid taxes, the amount 
would be increased 25 or 50 per cent. Then 
the question would be not when the taxes 
wouid be paid, but whether it would 
be paid at all, and the question, therefore 
became one, not of relief alone, bat of great 
public policy and far reaching effect. If the 
bill were defeated, the production of whisky 
would be staid, and the present stock would 
goits normal way. If it went out of the 
country to avoid the tax, the country would 
be relieved. Ifitremained the government 
would get the tax and go on paying its debr. 
The amount at stake was a mere bagatelle in 
comparison with the amount of capital seek- 
ing investment. If the government could 
afford to loan this money at 4'4 per cent, ‘and 
this, it must be remembered, was 
not one of the functions . of 
the government,’ c+rtainly other in- 
stitutions, whose function it was to loan 
money, wou!djbe giad to secure so go dancp- 
portunity. They could have exactly the same 
security as the government, and could de- 
mand the same bonds asthe government de: 
manded. In conclusion, Mr. Long madea 
forcible presentation of the evils of iniem- 
perance, declaring whisky to be thedynamite 
of humam civilization and responsible for 
much national ruin and disgrace. His re- 
marks throughout commanded much atten- 
tion, and at their conclusion he was warmly 
applauded. Pending the discussion, the 
committee rose. Mr. Eilis, of Louisiana, 
asked leave to report from the committee on 
appropriations a Taint resolution to provide 
that $125,000 of the unexpended appropria- 
tion for the relief of the Ohio flood sufferers 
may be used for the relief of the sufferers 
from the everflow of the Mississippi river and 
its tributaries.

He therefore waroed them not 
to mention the bank robbery, and sfrer a little 
more conversation left them e#:< leunged 
in another parr of tke car. Almost immediately 
one of the suspected men changed his position and 
sat disectiy vehind the ladies. This decoy was 
also successful, aud Captein Jenkius, whose eyes 
were entirely blindfoded, (?) ove-rved the Man 
near his sisiers making signs to his companion 
that nothing was being said about the robbery and 
themselves. He was now almostsure cf his game, 
and while the men were in the rcar of ihe car at 
the water cooler, he asked one or tw» pussengers to 
watch them while he was absen! iptain Jenkins 
then went forward, wrote a telcz to Superin 
tendent Bass, asking fora deseri, io of the rob- 
bers, and had itsent back to Aucu-'a at the frst 
telegraph station. 
THE ARREST AT ALLENDALE, 
This settled the fate of the pair, and the news in 
Augusta was hailed with delight. Superintendent 
Bass informed the police officers and the Commer- 
cial bank, and orders were dispatched to the mar- 
shal at Allendale to arrest the parties and to Uap: 
tain Jenkins to point them out. In the méantims 
Rey. Mr. Dow, of Aiken, who was on the train and 
had taken position nearthe saloon heard the two 
men inside say. ‘‘remember 925, next from the de 
pot!’’ This remark, peither he nor Conductor 
Jenkins understood when they heard it, but it 
proved to be the last clue nee ded to com- 
plete the case, Arriving at Aliendale the dispatcn 
was banded Captain Jenkins when be quietly 
turned over the two men to a stout and well armed 
possee of Carolinians. The two men submitted 
without a word. end walked outof the car, when 
it suddenly oceurred to the heavy villain to put up 
some show of iunocence. He remarked, ‘gentle: 
men whatis this for?’’ He was told that they 
would soon see, and he remarked again, ‘‘we are 
alirightand can prove it,’’ While they were 
proving it, Couductor Jenkins went on to Port 
Royal, and we leave the pair in the tender hands 
of Carolina's chivalry. 
THE K(DNAPPERS AND THE KIBS. 
The news spread like wild fire through Augusia 
Saturday afternoon about six o'clock, and aspecial 
car was soon arranged by the Port Royal railway 
and placed at the disposal of the authorities of the 
bank. Cashier Taliaferro, Mr. Crockeranod Mr. 
Craig, of the bank, with Lieutenant Hood and one 
or two picked men of the force and about a dozen 
friends—among them Messrs. Flynn and Wheless, 
of the National bank—left about 7 o'cleek, 
and sbout 1 o’clock Sunday morning were 
back in Augusta with their men, The incidents 
of the trip were more numerous than we have time 
to tell, but suffice it to sy that the boys from Au- 
gusta found the whole town of Allendale guarding 
the ‘‘suspects,’’ and ready for a regular South Caro- 
lina celebration. The men bad been separated and 
told conflicting Stories about kiowiug and not 
knowing one another, and evidently proved 
that they had been surprised aud badly 
beaten. The younger ‘‘kid’’ was badly frightened 
and both confessed that they never before saw 80 
fine an impromptu display of artillery. They had 
consulted a lawyer, Mr. O’Brien, and he protested 
against their coming to Augusta without a requi- 
sition. Theintendent, when appealed to, ssid he 
would take the men io jail, and could not deliver 
them up Hesent them forward, as they had to 
pass by, the train on the way to the jail—but, to 
meke a long story short, the whistle blew, and 
amid three cheers from Carolina and Georgia the 
train was off. 
SEARCHING THE SUSPECTS, 

The two men were fully identified by Messrs. W. 
H. Flynn and Wesley Wheless, and Mr. Crocker, 
who saw only one, was certain of the man who ap~ 
proached himinthe bank. They gave their names 


as ©. H. Simmons and George Watson. Checks on 
the Globe hotel were founda on their persoi.s, and 
it was found thatin their haste to leave town they 
had left their satchels and overcoats in the hotel, 
where they had registered from *‘Aiken.’’ They had 
po papers with rames on their persons, and no- 
thing pointing out who they were. One had 
$211. 30in money in his pocket, and the other $11. 40 
and each had a $50 United States bond. They 
would teil nething and evidently intended that 
their captors wouid have to prove them guilty witb- 
outany assistance, Jn other worés, they are pro- 
fessionals, relying on the difficulty of proof of 
guilt, without the evidence upon their persons, for 
they did not have the stolen bank fuuds. After 
the search at the city bali they were lodged in jail, 
and the matter was the town talk ou yes:erday, 
REMEMBER 975! 

When Conductor Jenkins rolled in yesterday 
afternoon behind Captain McMaster’s popular 
engine of the Port Royal, he conferred with Super- 
intendent Bass and gave the clue, which had been 
overheard by Mr. Dow, to Lieutenant Twiggs, of 
the force. Lieutenanis Twiggs and Hood set im- 
mediately to work, and while the former went to 
the Gepot and up Watker street, Lieutenant Hood 
wentup Teifair street, both intending to meet 
beyond Ninth street. Lieutenant Hood, on reach- 
ing 928. found it to be the ssme place where two 
suspicious men had been seen a day or so before. 
and entering, he took possession of the house in 
true detective style. 

Lieutenant Hood readily gained the assistance 
of the proprietressin the search, and after relating 
allshe knew another valuable ciew was ebtained, 
aud a prompt search of an outhouse found hid be 
neath the flooring, carefully stored in a dry guiter, 
$2 440in bills, or $60 less ihan the amouati stolen 
from Mr. Crocker. Ithad been manipulated, and 
the little paper bands, which could easily have 
been recognized by Teller Frauk Fleming, of the 
Georgia railroad bank, who paid the money to Mr. 
Crocker, had even been removed by the rascals, 
This was evidently the lost money and the lieu 
tenant turnedit overto the Commercial bank. 
where it is now very much ‘at home.”’ 

THE CASE COMPLETED. 

Today the two mea, Simmons and Watson. 
were confronted by the proprietress of the house 
where the money was found and identified by her. 
She has fully proven her inrocence of any confed 


eracy, The two men do not know that the money 
has been reoovered, bui they are very much 
frightened. They have uot made confession, how. 
ever, nor have they demanded preliminary inves -- 
tigation. If they do, it will be given, but it is 
probable they will waive trial and await the action 
of the next grand jury. Indeed so thorough 
is the identification and so complete the clues, that 
the case ismade up, and it will be wonderful if 
they do not confers the crime, In the meantime, 
the Macon bankers, who were swindled last week.

TROUBLE IN HABERSHAM. 


The Cenuty Tax Collector, Treasurer and Ordinary 
Under Suspicion. 

For some time rumors have been afloat concern- 
ing the official conduct of the county officers of 
Habersham. The last grand jury. in their pre- 
seutments on this question, find as follows: 

‘We have examined the books and vouchers of 
our county treasurer—we find no money in the 
treasury—we find that he has received from the 
tax Coliector in jury certificates on the taxes of 
Iss53 the sum of $2,526, but that he has receipted 
the tax collector for $2,290 90, leaving a difference 
against the treasurer of $70, which amount he has 
since made upin jury certificates. In addition to 
this we find said treasurer has received $114 40 in 
commission of 1881 outof the taxes of 18x83. 
and that the amount due as such commissien 
for 188 was only $112.40. We-.further find that he 
has received through W.S. Erwin, attoruey, since 
the lastierm of the superior court, and contrary to 
the recommendation ofthe last grand jury the 
sum of eleven hundred and eleven dollars and for- 
ty-one cents in county Orders as a payment on a fi 
fain favor ofthis county against E Fuller, tax 
collector, for taxes due said county for the year 
182, collected and not paid over by said Fuller, 
We dorecommend that the rame being illegal be 
not allowed, and that immediate steps be taken to 
collect from E. Fuller and his sesuritiesthe said 
amount We find that in crediting | 
the amount received through W, 
S. Erwin, attorney, the treasurer gave credit for 
July scrip and county orders amounting to 
$1.570.58. while the vouchers shown us to cove;

We find that the ordinary has 
pot and does not audit the claims sgainst the 
county, nor does he register the claims allowed by 
him. the only statement or evidenca of any sort of 
indebtedness or claimsagainst the counjy,, being 
tbe stubs ina book of orders on the treasury, show - 
ing the amount of the orders he has issued and to 
whom. Wefindthatin issuing county orders he 
fails te state out of what fund itiste be paid, but 
= pecga i says pay out of any fund not 
otherwise appropriated. We find that 
in issuing county orders, he 
issues several orders to cover one claim; that is, 
divides the amount into several orders aggregating 
amountofsuch claim. We think this is wrong 
ard contrary to Jaw,as he collects fifty.cents for 
each order so issued. We find that he issued an 
order to the county tressurer not dated, requiring 
that officer toaccept from W.S8S. Irwin, atiorney, 
county erders and jury scrips in payment of balance 
due the county by E. Fu.-ler, tax collector,for 1&2, 
which orders and serip hed been paid W. &. Irwin 
in settlement of a fi fa of the ceounty against said E. 
Fuller, when the grand jurv atthe last term of this 
court had recommended that county orders sbovid 
pot be taken for this debt. We 
find that ssid ordinary has made no eflort to 
collect any tax due on theinsolvent list. We fina 
that he bas failed to requireany report or settle 
ment of the tex collector for anv collettions mace 
by him on the insolvent list. We find that said 
ordinary bas failed to bring E. Fuller, tax collec 
tor, to any settlement with the county for any 
taxes, as required by law. on the contrary, con 
tinued such se tlements from time to time: first 
he continued the time from December Ist, 1883 to 
February ist, i8s4, then to March, 1884, and shat 
said seitiement was neverhad. The lust continu- 
ance, the iax collecior testifies before us, 
was grented witbout request. We 
find thet a a fi fa had been issued by said 
ordinary against E. Fuller. tax collector fora defic- 
ient tax not paid overto the treasurer for the year 
1883, but we are sorry to know there is no effort be- 
ing made to collect euch a fi fa. 

Although we are heavily taxed, and we fird no 
money ip cur tregsury, and our ceunty orders at 
such a discount that work done for the county costs 
nearly Couble what the same work would cost if 
paid forin cash. We can see no excuse whatever 
for this deplorable state of affairs If cur county 
officers would only do their whole duty for one 
year our coupbty would be out of debt. and our 
county orders worth 100 cents on the dallar. It is with 
shame and humiliation that we find curselves 
to publish to the world the foregoing state of facts, 
aud we call upon your honor to see that the

THE COMING EVANGELIST. 


Mr. E. W, Bilses—-Who He Is, and What He Has 
Done, 

A few days ago it was announced jn these columns 
that the well-known evangelist, Mr. E. W. Bliss, 
was Coming to this city to begin evangelistic work. 

Thinking it would interest our readers to kaow 
something of the man and his work who is to min- 
ister to themin holy things. we have obtained a 
brief sketch of his life and work from persons in 


our midst who are familiar with his labors in va- 
rious partsofourcountry. Like mast of our noted 
evangelists he was called from the ranks while 
actively engaged in business life and entered at 
once upon what has proved to be his 
life work. Possessing 4 rich baritone 
veice he soon found favor iih men as 
he bad already with God in singing and preaching 
the gospel. During the past ten or twelve years he 
has been constantiy engaged in this evangelistic 
work with marked euccess. 

Differing from many engaged in similar work he 
has never felt called upon to name a price for bis 
services, but goes cheerfully where the spirit leads, 
‘trusting all the way.”’ 
with Messrs. Moody and Sankey in Great Britian 
were tignally blessed. 

The London Christian commenting on the work 
Bays: “At six o'clock the corn exchange was 
packed with men, towhom Mr. Moody preached 
with rare unction from the text— 
“where art thou.”’ His appeals to 
incousistent and lifetess professors, to backsliders 
and to the unsaved were so overpowering that we 
wondered greatly at the comparatively inadequate 
results that were apparent in the after meeting.

The press a:so in speaking of his closing work in 
Southampton, Engiand, says: 

“The closing service at eight p. m, was 
simply grand. Many hadtostand during the en- 
tire service and scures had to gc away for lack of 
space. 

rhe great building was packed from end to end, 
yet you could have heard a pin drop so intense 
was ibe silence, andso rapt the attention of that 
sea of auditors, 

Mr. Bliss’s address, after reading portions of 
John ili,and viii.,showed very clearly that there is 
but one salvation for those ‘‘near’’ and ‘ ‘afar off,’’ 
alike for the scholarly aud highly respectabie 
Nicodemus, and for the poor lost weman, aud 
that ‘‘new’’ is the one only time in which God’s 
gift of freesalvation is assured to whosoever will 
accept it. He then sangthe ‘’Ninety-and-Nine’’ 
with intense pathos, every word seeming to tell in 
the breathless stillness. Afterwards he asked all 
the Chrisiians to unite in silent 
supplication. while those desiring our prayers that 
they might that night become Christians stoo4 up. 
The power of the Spirit was most manifesi; those 
whorose were too humerous to count.’’ 

Immediately upon his return to this country he 
received a pressing invitation to begin work in 
Boston, which was accepted, with grand results.

Pastors of all dexnomina- 
tious agreed iu saying the Evangelical churches of 
the city and suburbs are united as never before. 
There has been atpontaneous and genuine union, 
with the one object—the saivation of men—such as 
Evangelicai Christians in Boston have never seen. 
Denominational differences seem to have disap- 
peared of themselves, and the resuit has been not 
only most Wholesome amo’ .g church members, but 
a great help in reaching the masses.’’ 

One of the pastors, writing of the work toa Chi- 
cago paper, bas this to say of the evangelists: ‘‘And 
now what of Brother Biiss’s partin the work?’’ 

Let oue of the pastors tes'ify for the rest as well 
as for himself. The preaching was simple. earuest 
and scriptural. It was emphatically a preaching 
of Christ. He was the theme aiways and every- 
where. The atoning work of the Lord Jesus and 
its divinely saving power was held before the sin- 
ner night after night. Evidently our brother be- 
lieves that Jesus Corist and him crucified is still 
the wisdom of God aud the power of God unto 
salvation. Mr. Bliss was wise and faithful in the 
inquiring room. Bible in hand, he pointed to 
the word of God in answer to all 
questions us to the truth, and his counsels to the 
young Converts were very judicious and kind 

‘*This further I wanito say fer the pastors, that 
in his relation to them, Mr B. was most eonsiders 
ate and helpful He was always ready to aévise 
with them, to accept suggestions as to the adapta- 
tion of methods to the place and people, and did 
all thata man could do to strengthen their infla- 
ence and position before their people.”’ 

After iaboring some six mouths in Boston and 
suburbs, holding daily meetings during the entire 
summer, he closed his efforts there the last of S5ep-

WIMBISH RUSHED OUT. 

Colonel Bryant was calied on and respond- 
ed, thanking the cénvention for the honor 
conferred by his election.

He was defeated this time just as he 
was four years ago and as he will be four years 
from now, on account of the reflections he 
cast on republicans, 

Wimbish—lt cost the combination some- 
thing, as I said—— 

Coionel bryant rushed up on the desk and 
Wimbish rushed off and the colonel proceed- 
ed to beg the pardon of the convention for 
having permitted Wimbish to speak, denounc- 
action as the most un- 
gentlemanly he had ever seen.
